On  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  there  is  a  high  dune  known  to  all  Founders, 
where,  in  the  cool  of  the  evening,  we  sat  and  gazed  out  over  the  blue  waters  of 
a  modern  Galilee.  As  we  sat  there  we  heard  voices  opening  up  the  infinite 
vistas  of  creative  adventure.  The  hill-top  vision,  the  glad  round  of  our  daily 
life  at  Miniwanca,  the  joy  and  warmth  of  awakening  friendships,  the  birth  of  new 
spiritual  motives,  and  the  stirring  challenge  of  the  four-fold  life  will  keep  on 
repeating  itself.  Though  we  travel  far,  Miniwanca’ s  resurrection-power  will  go 
with  us.  It’s  in  our  blood  and  never  will  be  still. 

Nothing  is  so  endlessly  repeated  as  life  itself.  No  form  of  life  ever  dies  with¬ 
out  some  form  of  resurrection.  At  the  present  moment  the  fruitful  energies  of 
nature  are  working  out  the  sweet  miracles  of  Spring,  and  such  resurgences  of 
life  occur  in  the  hearts  of  men.  Jesus  did  not  die  on  the  cross.  With  the  ris¬ 
ing  of  the  sun  on  that  first  Easter  morning,  something  happened  to  a  small  group 
of  downcast  disciples.  Suddenly  they  were  changed  men,  men  whose  courageous 
living  literally  changed  the  face  of  the  world.  What  had  happened  to  them?  The 
spirit  of  Jesus  had  entered  into  their  lives.  To-day  He  lives  in  your  heart  and 
mine.  As  we  look  at  His  life  we  immediately  think  of  God  and  we  say  to  ourselves 
"Moral  goodness  such  as  that  simply  cannot  die."  One  simply  cannot  put  Jesus  on 
a  cross  and  keep  Him  there. 

Jesus  made  His  own  life  eternal  and  He  has  been  reincarnated  many  times  in  the 
lives  of  those  we  love.  Many  a  young  person  has  yearned  to  transfigure  the  im¬ 
mediate  with  the  impact  of  a  life  lived  at  its  best. 

"Come  Thou,  then.

Recently,  I  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  one  of  the  most  outstanding  Christians 
in  the  world,  Toyohiko  Kagawa  of  Japan.  This  extraordinary  man,  son  of  a  govern¬ 
ment  official  and  a  dancing  girl,  was  orphaned  at  four,  and  later  cast  out  by 
an  uncle,  who  had  adopted  him,  because  an  American  missionary  had  convinced  him 
of  the  value  of  Christianity  as  a  personal  religion.  From  that  hour  he  began  to 
live  in  the  simplest  and  most  literal  way  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 

In  the  slums  among  outcasts,  paupers,  criminals,  beggars,  prostitutes,  Kagawa 
preached  the  love  and  saving  power  of  Christ.  He  ministered  to  the  sick  and 
dying,  and  with  voice  and  pen  fought  the  battles  of  the  underprivileged.  He 
lived  in  a  small  room  six  feet  square,  "having  nothing  but  possessing  all  things.' 
"But  such  a  small  room  right  on  a  busy  street  was  most  convenient,"  he  said* 

"When  the  postman  came  by  I  could  reach  out  and  take  my  mail  without  getting  up. 
Now  when  I  stay  in  a  hotel  I  must  pay  tips,  which  is  not  convenient.  A  large 
house  is  a  heavy  burden  of  care.  In  a  small  house  one  may  rejoice  in  God  and  be 
happy." 

Kagawa  is  a  writer  of  more  than  fifty  books,  giving  the  royalties  on  same  to  the 
needy  of  his  country.  As  a  preacher  and  apostle  of  social  justice  he  exerts  a 
powerful  influence  on  the  life  of  his  own  nation,  on  the  world  at  large. 

Kagawa  contracted  tuberculosis  and  also  trachoma,  an  eye  infection,  which  came 
from  sharing  his  bed  with  a  beggar.  Weak  eyesight,  kidneys  infected,  heart  im¬ 
paired,  it  has  been  said  that  there  is  not  a  sound  organ  in  his  body.  While  he 
bears  the  mark  of  disease,  his  spirit  rises  in  mastery  over  his  broken  body. 

His  religion  is  vital.  His  face  is  wreathed  in  smiles,  and  his  heart  overflows 
with  good  will.  His  sense  of  humor  and  the  merry  ring  of  his  laughter  convinced 
me  of  a  happiness  within,  in  spite  of  his  frail  body.  You  think  of  him  like 
Paul  -  one  a  little  man  of  Tokyo  and  the  other  a  little  man  of  Tarsus,  both 
afflicted  with  diseases,  but  both  fitting  their  lives,  nineteen  centuries  apart, 
to  these  words : 

"Unknown,  but  well  known;  dying  and  behold  we  live; 
chastened,  and  not  killed;  sorrowful,  but  always 
rejoicing;  poor,  yet  making  many  rich;  having  nothing, 
but  possessing  all  things." 

May  the  spirit  of  this  big-little  man  enter  into  every  Founder,  fitting  us  for 
larger,  unselfish  service  among  men.

To  us  who  recall  Miniwanca,  with  tender  memory  we  picture  the  hillside  devotion-  j 
als  on  the  sand  dunes  with  the  sinking  sun  in  the  lake  below.  I  wish  I  might 
envision  another  hillside  as  I  see  it  on  Easter  morning,  but  the  blue  waters  of 
the  Pacific  are  at  our  feet  end  the  white  cross  of  Easter  lilies  and  the  waving 
palms  and  flame  of  hibiscus  flowers  are  far  from  Lake  Michigan.  ’’The  Garden 
Island”  of  the  Hawaiian  group,  Kauai,  provides  the  setting  and  no  fear  of  late  j 
spring  winds  troubles  the  group  gathered  for  the  early  service.

The  light  of  the  new  day  has  come  and  with  it  the  young  people  who  direct  the 
service  present  its  order.  Perhaps  a  young  Chinese  fellow  steps  forward  before 
the  white  cross  and  reverently  calls  the  group  to  worship.  The  choir  which 
follows  is  composed  of  young  people  but  "East  has  met  West”  and  "North  joins 
South"  in  its  make-up  of  many  races.  It  may  be  a  young  Korean  reads  the  thrill¬ 
ing  words  of  the  Easter  story  and  a  Japanese  school  teacher  with  his  English 
still  slightly  tinged  with  the  accent  of  the  Orient,  who  offers  the  Easter  pray¬ 
er.  Then  a  real  Hawaiian  choir,  singing  as  no  other  group  I  have  ever  heard, 
holds  us  spellbound  with  strange  words: 

"E  ka  Makua,  Kai  ae  ia  makouj 
Eole  kou  lima,  auwana  no  makou,  ! 

He  we  li  e,  makena  na  luuluj 
Kai  ia  Jesu,  ke  ala  e  ola’i." 

We  cannot  follow  the  meaning  but  the  joy  of  the  Easter  triumph  is  there.  Somehow  j 
the  Hawaiians  themselves  lose  their  heritage  when  they  use  our  language  for  their  j 
music.  It  may  be  a  "haole"  or  white  speaker  who  brings  the  Easter  message  and  a  I 
Filipino  minister  who  closes  the  service  after  we  have  sung  "Christ,  the  Lord  is  i 
Risen." 


Somehow,  the  dream  of  the  Christ  of  Easter  seems  near  to  realization  as  the  group  | 
of  all  races,  brothers  in  Him,  leave  the  hillside.  \

Outside  the  walls  the  shrill  cries  of  the  donkey  drivers  and 
the  clicking  of  many  donkey  feet  on  the  rocks,  the  wail  of  the  beggar  at  the  gate,  j 
and  the  rumbling  flap-flap  of  sheep  tails,  heavy  with  many  pounds  of  fat,  against  j 
their  legs  ....  the  everyday  noises  of  the  narrow  city  streets.  No  festive  spirit!

Friday,  the  Persian  Christians  receive  their  friends,  and  by  Saturday,  one  is 
ready  for  a  big  dose  of  castor  oil  and  bed!

EASTER  IN  JAPAN 
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Easter  in  Japan!  To  the  400,000  Christians,  Resurrection  Day  has  a  deep  meaning, 
but  to  the  rest  of  the  70,000,000  people  even  the  name  is  unknown.  Few  Japanese 
dictionaries  include  Easter  in  their  vocabularies. 


Some  day  a  religion  that  came  from  the  East  will  be  adapted  to  the  life  of  an 
Oriental  people,  but  now  Christian  services  must  be  patterned  necessarily  after 
those  of  the  West,  So  our  familiarity,  with  Easter  helps  us  to  understand  what 
is  being  said  and  sung  in  Japanese. 


In  a  Christian  dormitory  for  college  girls  in  Tokyo  on  Easter  morning,  after  we 
have  folded  our  beds  away,  we  are  ready  for  breakfast.  Our  hymn  is  one  of  glad-  j 
ness  and  after  a  Christian  girl  has  offered  thanks,  we  eat  our  breakfast  of  an 
odd-tasting  soup,  rice,  perhaps  a  piece  of  fish  or  sweetened  egg,  and  tea.  Of 
course,  we  eat  with  chopsticks,  oftentimes  drawing  in  our  breath  to  show  our 
appreciation.  Later,  we  tie  our  Bibles  and  hymnals  in  a  silk  square  and  shuffle  j 
on  our  way  or  so  the  sound  of  walking  seems  to  sensitive  ears. 

Passing  through  narrow,  shop-lined  streets,  we  find  in  this  third  largest  city 
of  the  world  much  of  old  Japan.  Here  bean  curd  is  being  made;  next  door  a  vis¬ 
count,  son  of  a  prince  in  feudal  Japan,  lives.  Here  men  sit  on  the  £loor  paint¬ 
ing  paper  fans;  over  there  is  a  Buddhist  temple;  a  housewife  is  doing  her  washing 
under  the  corner  pump.

With  much  bowing  to  acquaintances  as  we  pass,  we  arrive  at  our  church  where  we 
hastily  don  soft  sandals  in  place  of  our  shoes.  We  enter  with  a  prayer  in  our 
hearts  that  those  we  passed  on  the  Way  may  find  the  living  Christ  before  another 
Easter  dawns!

THE  NEW  PRE- SENIOR  BOYS’  CAMP  AT  MIHIWAHCA 

A  new  unit  for  boys  15g  -  17  years  of  age,  will  be  inaugurated  at  Miniwanca  this 
year  to  provide  a  camping  experience  for  former  Younger  Boy  Campers  (and  their 
friends)  who  have  become  too  old  for  the  younger  unit  and  who  may  desire  to  at¬ 
tend  the  Older  Boys'  Camp  the  last  two  weeks  of  August  but  want  a  longer  period 
of  camping  than  that  unit  offers.

This  will  give  them  the  full  waterfront  equipment,  in¬ 
cluding  the  enlarged  fleet  of  eight  sailboats,  the  Craft  House  at  assigned  hours, 
the  enlarged  tennis  court  playground  and  shuffleboard  courts,  use  of  the  Club 
House  and  all  other  Younger  Boy  equipment.  The  boys  will  eat  their  meals  with 
the  Younger  Boys  in  the  main  Eating  Lodge. 


The  program  will  be  somewhat  different  from  that  of  the  Younger  Boys’  Camp  and 
will  be  in  keeping  with  the  age  and  development  of  the  boys.  There  will  be  a 
special  emphasis  on  leadership  training  and  service  projects.  The  boys  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  decide  for  themselves  what  projects  they  will  tackle. 

The  plan  is  to  let  the  boys  share  in  as  large  a  way  as  possible  the  planning  and 
development  of  their  own  unit.
